Police charged Larson 
Nov. 7 with sexual assault 
and sexual interference af¬ 
ter allegations broke of an 
attack on a 12-year-old girl 
in the gymnastics club. Po¬ 
lice say the girl was al¬ 
legedly attacked Oct. 24. 

The girl reported the in¬ 
cident to her parents on 
the same day, who later 
called police.

Gunmen storm Mumbai 


Edmonton's Indian community shocked in wake of attack 


mumbai At least 101 
people were killed in 
attacks by gunmen in 
India’s commercial hub 
Mumbai and security 
forces began moving on 
two luxury hotels where 
foreign hostages were be¬ 
ing held, officials and wit¬ 
nesses said today. 

The attacks by small 
groups of gunmen armed 
with automatic weapons 
and grenades on hotels and 
other sites in the city came 
amid state elections, includ¬ 
ing in Kashmir, and risk 
destablising the countiy 
ahead of national elections 
next year. 

“The situation is still not 
under control and we are 
tiying to flush out any more 
terrorists hiding inside the 
two hotels,” said Vilasrao 
Deshmulch, Maharashtra 


state chief minister. 

“It is very difficult to say 
how many terrorists are 
holed up in the two hotels,” 
he added, although Indian 
Home Minister Shivraj Patil 
earlier said there were four 
or five attackers in each. 

“We have shot dead four 
terrorists and managed to 
arrest nine suspected terror¬ 
ists,” P.D. Ghadge, a police 
officer at Mumbai’s central 
control room, told Reuters. 

A Reuters witness said 
hours after the assaults be¬ 
gan the Taj Hotel was sur¬ 
rounded by police, with 
fresh firing heard and a 
floodlight scanning its exte¬ 
rior. A fire in the hotel was 
still not under control. Staff 
and guests were seen run¬ 
ning out of the lobby 

There were also explo¬ 
sions at the Oberoi hotel and

A 44-year-old pedestrian 
in the parking lot of a busy 
Sherwood Park truckstop 
was killed this morning af¬ 
ter being mowed down by 
a large semi-trailer rig. 

When the man was hit, 
he was dragged several 
feet before he was run over 
by the rig at the Flying J 
Travel Plaza around 7:30 
a.m., said Strathcona 
RCMP Const. Wally Henry. 

“There is nothing for us 
to believe there is anything 
criminal right now, we’re 
just still investigating it 
and trying to look for po¬ 
tential witnesses that were 
over by the area,” he said. 

The large man’s body 
was visible in the middle of 
the parking lot with a yel¬ 
low plastic blanket draped 
over his upper body. Police 
shut down most of the 
parking lot for much of the 
morning. 

“This is so unsettling for 
the fact that something 


like this happens so close 
to Christmas. I also feel 
more unsettling for the 
driver,” said Brad Goodwin, 
a lead driver with Flying J. 

“We’re probably one of 
the busiest truck stops in 
Alberta and something like 


this hasn’t happened in 
three years.” 

Henry said the driver, 
who was visibly upset after 
the collision, did not get 
into a confrontation with 
the pedestrian before the 
collision. Charges have 


still yet to be determined, 
said Henry, and the investi¬ 
gation continues.

'Preacher' neighbour 
heard pleas for mercy

A neighbour of an accused 
murderer hid underneath 
a pile of blankets, trying 
to drown out the scream¬ 
ing pleas for help of a 
friend who was about to 
be stabbed to death in the 
apartment next door, she 
told court yesterday. 

Sonya Friesen shot vicious 
looks from the witness stand 
at Eugene “Preacher” Falle 
yesterday in Court of Queens 
Bench, recalling the night of 
Oct. 1, 2006, when he al¬ 
legedly stabbed Shane Chali- 
foux to death. 

“The horrible sounds I 


heard were Shane crying 
and saying ‘Please, Preach¬ 
er, I don’t want to die. 
You’re a better man than 
this,”’ she said. 

“I knew Shane was dead 
before anyone even had to 
come tell me. I could smell 
death. It was potent, and it 
was strong.” 

The 45-year-old Falle is ac¬ 
cused of stabbing the 18- 
year-old multiple times in 
the chest, after Chalifoux 
climbed through the win¬ 
dow of his apartment at 
9518-102 Avenue. 

Crown witness Lloyd Billy 
took the stand yesterday, 
and said he watched Preach¬ 
er stab the young man over 
and over again. 


Billy claims he, Preacher, 
and two men were in the 
apartment discussing the 
fact that people in the area 
wanted to beat Preacher up, 
because he was continually 
tossing drug dealers out of 
the building. 

He said after Chalifoux 
climbed through the win¬ 
dow, the two men started 
fighting, and Chalifoux was 
stabbed repeatedly as he 
tried to escape. 

“These people down below 
didn’t believe Preacher killed 
him, and asked him to prove 
it,” Billy said. “(Preacher) said 
‘Oh yeah? You want me to 
prove it?’ and started drag¬ 
ging his body to the window.” 

The trial continues.

“I think this is the wave 
of the future, and we are 
going to start seeing some¬ 
thing like this coming out 
of the U.S.,” said Weaver. 

Weaver says he’s 
bothered by Alberta’s $2 
billion investment into car¬ 
bon capture. 

“Governments have a 
long track record of picking 
bad technologies,” said 
Weaver. 

“Here in both the federal 
and the provincial levels, 
the government has decid¬ 
ed that (carbon capturing) 
is the winning technology 
in the marketplace. I don’t 
think that’s the business of 
government.”

MySpace mom guilty 


Could face up to three years in jail, but cleared of felonies 


A suburban mother who 
prosecutors say drove a 
love-struck 13-year-old girl 
to suicide by tormenting 
her with a fake MySpace 
persona was acquitted yes¬ 
terday of the most serious 
charges against her. 

Lori Drew was found 
guilty of three misde¬ 
meanor counts in the high- 
profile case, which made 
worldwide headlines and 
prompted calls for social 
networking sites like My¬ 
Space to crack down on 
such activities. 

She was cleared of three 
felonies by the U.S. District 
Court jury, which dead¬ 
locked on a fourth count of 
conspiracy. 

Drew, who created the 
fake profile after her 
daughter and neighbour 
Megan Meier had a falling 
out, showed no reaction as 


the verdicts were read. 

Drew will face a sentence 
ranging from probation to 
three years behind bars for 
the misdemeanor convic¬ 
tions. She could have been 
sent to federal prison for up 
to 20 years if she had been 
convicted on the felony 
charges. 

Prosecutors say Drew and 
others created the persona 
of a 16-year-old boy to woo 
Meier for several weeks, 
then abruptly ended the re¬ 
lationship and said the 
world would be better off 
without her. Meier hanged 
herself in October 2006, 
just hours after she had 
read those final messages. 

Juror Shirley Hanley told 
Reuters Drew was cleared 
of the more serious charges 
because they could not be 
sure who typed the My¬ 
Space messages. reuters

retreat in Maryland for the 
Thanksgiving holiday. 

It said the White House 
National Security Council 
had convened officials 
from counterterrorism and 
intelligence agencies as 
well as the State Depart¬ 
ment and Pentagon to dis-

“The U.S. government

The State Department 
said there were no known 
American casualties in the 
attacks, in which at least 
86 people were killed and 
250 wounded, but the 
White House said it was

No second chances 


Paul Martin should not lead Liberals despite calls for support

• ould the next

* one before the 
last one? Could it be Paul 
Martin? 

Sheila Copps, the 
former deputy prime 
minister, reports that 
some Liberals are dream¬ 
ing of a “Draft Martin” 
movement. They believe 
that the three declared 
leadership contenders lack 
Martin’s economic experi¬ 
ence. 

With the economy in re¬ 
cession and the budget in 
deficit, she writes, a for¬ 
mer finance minister who 
balanced the budget and 
presided over a surging 


economy may emerge as 
the man on horseback. At 
least that’s the hope. 

“Some Martinites ... are 
rallying to the former fi¬ 
nance minister to save the 
day and deliver ‘the natural 
governing party’ back 
where it belongs, in power,” 
she writes in The Hill Times. 

An intriguing idea. After 
all, Martin has just pub¬ 
lished his memoir, giving 
him the opportunity to 
reintroduce and reinvent 
himself. Predictably, he is 
reminding Canadians of his 
exemplary economic 
ft/ stewardship. 

Martin can take some 
proprietary pride, for ex¬ 
ample, in the recent 
gathering of the 


leaders of leading industri¬ 
alized countries. He pro¬ 
posed a broader organiza¬ 
tion of nations in a ghost¬ 
written article a few years 
ago in Foreign Affairs, the 
organ of the American for¬ 
eign policy establishment. 

So here we have an eco¬ 
nomic crisis, a leadership 
contest and a former politi¬ 
cian who may be out of 
politics — he gave up his 
seat in the last election — 
but not out of ambition. 
Does all that mean Martin 
Redux? A triumphant re¬ 
turn from exile in Elba? 

Hardly. The success of 
a Draft Martin move- \ ^ 
ment is as likely as 
Stephen Harper V 
becoming the 
% Dalai Lama.

It’s true that Martin was 
among the most successful 
finance ministers in our his- 
toiy. He inherited a ruinous 
situation, slew the deficit, 
cut taxes and laid the 
groundwork for the dazzling 
growth of the next decade. 

But he was a better finance 
minister than he was a prime 
minister, where he rose to a 
new level of indecision and 
ineptitude. Politically, he had 
mounted a coup d’etat 
against Jean Chretien, who 
had won three majorities. He 
offered none of his rivals — 
including Copps and John 

J Manley — a place in his 
cabinet. Then he tried to 
i unseat those Liberals who 
opposed him, including 
Copps. 

This civil war weakened 
the party. Martin lost his 
majority in 2004 and lost 
power in 2006. He deserved 
what he got and he won’t 
get a second chance. Poli¬ 
tics doesn’t work that way.

No one’s safe from identity thieves 



We all have heard about 
identify theft, but most of 
us think it will never hap¬ 
pen to us — until it does. 
According to a CBC article 
last year, one in six Canadi¬ 
ans have been victims of 
identify theft. 

It is the fastest growing 
white-collar crime in both 
Canada and the U.S., with 
losses in the U.S. amount¬ 
ing to over $5 billion. I’ll 
refrain from comparing 
this to the recent financial 
meltdown on Wall Street. 

As a computer scientist of 
many years, I thought I was 
fairly safe. I have firewalls 
on my computers, I rarely 


buy anything online, and I 
change my passwords fre¬ 
quently. But it was a paper 
transaction with a credit 
card that did me in. 

My wife was in Sweden 
last spring and used a credit 
card that we seldom use. A 
month later, the bill came 
with a $46 Canadian trans¬ 
action on it, to a genealogy 
company we didn’t recog¬ 
nize. 

This was the “test” trans¬ 
action by the people steal¬ 
ing my identity, checking 
to make sure the card was 
valid. 

The fraudsters were prob¬ 
ably doing research that 
would allow them to steal 
my identity. 

Luckily, a week later I 
called the credit-card com¬ 
pany to complain about 
junk mail. During the 
process of trying to regis-

ter my complaint, they had 
to verify my identity. Now 
there was a long pause at 
the other end, followed by 
“Are you sure you don’t 
live on St. Clair East in 
Toronto?” The thieves had 
put my credit-card number 
together with personal in¬ 
formation easily available 
on the web, to gain online 
access to the credit card 
company and change the 
information on my file. 

I nipped this one in the 
bud and was not liable for 
the charges the thieves 
had rung up since the test 


transaction. But the prob¬ 
lem is that such companies 
report all changes in your 
personal data to the credit 
bureaus — so three major 
credit bureaus now 
thought I lived in Toronto. 

This was like opening 
Pandora’s box. After a lot 
of angst and a lot of work, 
we were able to correct the 
information on file with 
the various agencies and 
put fraud alerts on all of 
our accounts. Still, some of 
the false information is out 
there and we are waiting 
for the next instalment.

For iPod and Zune refuseniks, there’s still 
a wealth of veiy nice mp3 players out 
there, and Sandislc has been quietly hold¬ 
ing their comer of the flash memory play¬ 
er market for years.

Tivoli is famous for their small but lux¬ 
urious PAL radio, and the NetWork takes 
the PAL’s good looks and great sound and 
builds an internet radio into it. Configura¬ 
tion on my home wifi network was quick, 
and the choice of stations generous. The 
interface is a bit retro — think first gener¬ 
ation monochrome iPod screen — but the 
sound was spectacular, especially for digi¬ 
tally-compressed streaming, and that 
would be most of what you would be pay¬ 
ing (dearly) for.

Zune gives iPod run

Once a one-word punch 
line on online geek 
forums, Microsoft’s Zune 
has been getting more re¬ 
spect in the last year, as 
second- and third-genera¬ 
tion players and a major 
software update has 
changed its status from 
joke to contender. 

The iPod’s ubiquity 
might have reached a 
tipping point 
and begun di¬ 
minishing its 
cool factor, but 
a comparision 
between the 
two players has 
become some¬ 
thing like a fair 
fight. 

There are a lot 
of digital music 
players, but the 
Zune and the iPod 
are the Beatles and 
Rolling Stones, as 
Microsoft’s entry in¬ 
to the market two 
years ago quickly 
zoomed past more es¬ 
tablished players like 
Creative, iRiver and Sansa 
to second place, albeit far 


behind iPod’s massive mar¬ 
ket share (73 per cent, at 
least according to Apple as 
of last year.) 

In terms of usability, 
Zune stole the march on 
the iPod with the last ma¬ 
jor revision of Apple’s op¬ 
erating system, when the 
famously elegant interface 
gave way to a graphics- 
heavy split screen that felt 
kludgy, especially when 
Coverflow was engaged. 

Zune’s inter¬ 
face,

trolled by a signature 
“squircle” pad with its mix 
of click and touch sensitivi¬ 
ty, feels more responsive, 
and the larger screen on 
the Zune gives the player’s 
interface readability. 

With its choice of cus¬ 
tomizable wallpapers and 
the Zune Originals — 
artist-decorated players 
available at no extra cost 
— Microsoft has reversed 
the brand myths that have 
made Apple the epitome of 
creative rebellion versus 
Microsoft’s 
faceless be¬ 
hemoth, but 
the iPod was 
going to have 
a hard time 
maintaining 
that image for 
the iPod once it 
reached market 
saturation any¬ 
way. 

The Zune adds 
features — FM 
radio, wifi — that 
Apple has curi¬ 
ously neglected, 
while eschewing 
an EQ that would 
be a minus if the 
player didn’t have 
basically excellent sound. 
Apple, in the meantime, 


for its money 


has shown a commitment 
to its standard issue sub- 
par earbuds that’s almost 
perverse. And since Apple 
axed its 160 GB iPod from 
the Classic line, the two 
players compete neatly on 
memoiy capacity, with the 
Zune’s frequent price 
drops on its smaller flash 
players (4, 8 and 16 GB 
players for $99, $139 and 
$179 respectively) making 
it the better deal. 

The Zune’s software has 
also improved, moving 
from a reslcinned Windows 
Media Player to an inte¬ 
grated suite combining 
music database and sync¬ 
ing interface, download 
shop and the Social — the 
Faceboolc lite users’ com¬ 
munity that it obviously in¬ 
tends as a killer app 
against Apple. It might be 
that one day, once there 
are enough Zune owners 
out there, but so far my 
community of Zune 
friends is limited to two 
nice publicists at Mi¬ 
crosoft’s PR firm, and as 
there’s no Canadian ver¬ 
sion of the Marketplace, 
the Zune will really only be 
competing with small-fry 
players in this market. 

Apple’s iTunes remains 


superior however, as an 
organizing tool for 
large music libraries, 
though bugs (disap¬ 
pearing tunes, al¬ 
bum artwork, 
and even whole 
libraries) have 
developed a 
Windows- 
lilce fre¬ 
quency as 
the pro¬ 
gram has 
grown in 
size and de¬ 
mands on com¬ 
puter CPUs. Apple’s 
iPod Touch, an entirely 
new piece of hardware and 
software, also points the 
way to a future that the 
Zune will be forced to fol¬ 
low. 

And for anyone whose 
music library exceeds the 
capacity of the largest mu¬ 
sic players (120GB, for both 
iPod and Zune), the play¬ 
ing field belongs to iTunes, 
with its Airport wireless 
networking capability. It’s 
not hard to imagine a day 
when Apple, the computer 
maker, leaves the music 
player field to Microsoft, 
the software giant, to con¬ 
centrate on iTunes as a dig¬ 
ital entertainment system.

Crowded stores, frustrated 
shoppers, inexperienced 
and temporary holiday 
help at the store — it 
might all add up to make 
online Christmas shopping 
more attractive. 

More customers are opt¬ 
ing to complete their shop¬ 
ping lists with the click of a 
button, buying their Christ¬ 
mas presents at online re¬ 
tailers, and the number of 
online shoppers around the 
world is expected to rise 
this year. IMRG, an online 
membership community 
for e-retailers, released a 
survey in late October that 
concluded the Internet is 
becoming an increasingly 
important tool for driving 
consumer choice. 

Of the two million people 
surveyed, 68 per cent said 
they’re more likely to shop 
online for Christmas this 
year, compared with 56 per 
cent in 2007. And 86 per 
cent of shoppers said they 
would research all options 
online before buying in¬ 
store. 

It’s also a growing trend 
in Canada, says Andrea 
Hadley, a conference direc¬ 
tor at eMetrics, an online re¬ 
tailer analyst. Increased 
broadband access, coupled 
with more American inter¬ 
est, has moved more retail¬ 
ers to follow the market. 

“There’s consistent 
growth in Canada, and so 
long as the customer has a 
good experience as a user, 
you’ll continue to see it,” 
she said. 

It’s not hard to see why, 
says Bernard Luthi, vice- 
president of merchandising 
at online retailer 


Newegg.ca. He argues cus¬ 
tomers are tired of dealing 
with throngs of angiy shop¬ 
pers during the Christmas 
rush. Infrastructure costs 
such as employee wages 
and maintenance factor in¬ 
to the price tag at the store 
— something Luthi says on¬ 
line retailers and customers 
don’t have to woriy about. 

“We’re predicting growth 
in the double digits this 
year because people are be¬ 
coming more cost-con¬ 
scious,” he said. “You’re also 
spending time and gas mon¬ 
ey to get to these retail es¬ 
tablishments. Online, you 


have more time to (do) in- 
depth research on the prod¬ 
uct that you want to buy.” 

While security remains 
an issue, Hadley says it has 
improved, along with per¬ 
ceptions, over the past 
three years. 

If you are going to buy on¬ 
line, don’t leave your shop¬ 
ping to the last minute, 
Luthi says, adding you can 
expect to wait at least 3-5 
days before you get your 
package from your online 
retailer. “We always advise, 
especially in the Christmas 
season, to give yourself ade¬ 
quate time,” he said. 



Holiday shipping 
dos and don'ts 


When packages arrive at 
your loved ones’ doorsteps 
this holiday season, ensure 
they arrive on time and 
ready to delight. Shipping 
experts encourage con¬ 
sumers and businesses to 
think ahead when it 
comes to shipping this hol¬ 
iday season. Consider the 
following dos and don’ts 
when preparing gifts: 

Don't 

• Use masking tape, duct 
tape or electrical tape to 
seal boxes. These kinds of 
materials, along with other 


opaque tapes, may lack 
strength to hold the box 
together and can obscure 
addresses. 

• Tie your package togeth¬ 
er with string, rope or elas¬ 
tic bands. These items can 
potentially get caught in 
processing equipment or 
torn off, damaging the par¬ 
cel itself. 

• Use real holiday wrap¬ 
ping paper to ship a gift, as 
it is likely to get torn up 
throughout the delivery cy¬ 
cle. Use strong, durable 
shipping paper instead. 

• Allow any parts of your 
gift to protrude from the 
box, as it may get caught 
in processing equipment. 

• Forget to include clearly 
visible shipping and receiv¬ 


ing addresses, complete 
with postal codes. 

Do 

• Whenever possible, use a 
new box to ship your gift as 
previously-used boxes lose 
their strength over time. 

• Use cardboard inserts to 
protect the edges of books 
and picture frames and 
pack against one corner of 
the box as opposed to the 
middle. 

• Cover hollow items like 
toy buckets with large bub¬ 
ble wrap on the outside 
and inside. 

• Use plenty of packing 
chips to fill in empty 
spaces in parcels that con¬ 
tain lightweight gifts.

Getting automated 

Future-friendly home electronics trends 


Sometimes as we look 
around our homes, cities 
and the world it is easy to 
think we are in a time 
warp and living in the fu¬ 
ture. Granted, there may 
not be hovercraft 
overhead or robotic 
maids delivering us our 
slippers, but we can now 
access our thousands of 
digital music files 
(formerly known as 
“songs”) from any room 
in our home via a central 
hub, download TV shows 
and movies almost 
instantly to our TV, and 
control thermostats from 
work, the mall, or even 
Abu Dhabi. 

“It’s a personal thing, 
what technology means 
to people,” says Ron 
Patrick, president of 
Smart Home Systems in 
Calgary. “Somebody will 
have a security hot button 
and be able to sleep better 
at night thanks to their 
security system, while 
somebody else won’t even 
lock their doors but will 
want to crank their A/V 
system until the cows 
come home.” 

Kevin Birlcholz, presi¬ 
dent of Birlcholz Homes in 
Edmonton, reports that it 
is fairly standard to wire a 
new home for sound in at 
least six rooms (great 
room, dining room, 
kitchen, master bedroom, 


recreation 
area and ex¬ 
ercise room), 
and that 
satellite radio 
and TV as 
well as re¬ 
cessed wall 
spaces for 
LCD and plas¬ 
ma TVs have become com¬ 
mon features in clients’ 
custom-designed homes. 

The multi-room audio 
experience may now be 
fed through a central hub, 
where all stereo equip¬ 
ment is hidden in one lo¬ 
cation but accessible via 
keypads. 

Adrian Terek, head of 
builder sales with Smart 
Space in Calgary, relates 
that the top request from 
his customers is wiring. 
“They’ve chosen to buy a 
home now ... but they 
don’t want to pay the 
price three or four years 
down the road where they 
don’t have the wiring in 
place. So, the majority of 
our customers are spend¬ 
ing, actually, a significant 
amount of money on 
wiring to make sure that 
they have almost unlimit¬ 
ed options in the future.” 

And these days, it is all 
about the “i” ... iPod, 
iTouch and iPhone, specif¬ 
ically. As Patrick con¬ 
firms, “The world is iPod 
crazy.” 


All three 
are figuring 
prominently 
into the 

home, with 
the iPhone 
able to do — 
well, any¬ 

thing. Not 
quite, but 
each device can be de¬ 
posited in specially-placed 
docks around the house 
to play music right there, 
and the iTouch and 
iPhone can both be used 
as remote controls to con¬ 
trol lights, thermostat 
and other functions with¬ 
in the automated home. 

Terek says that the 
iPhone is “a breakthrough 
in how people will be in¬ 
teracting with their 
home. It’s only a short pe¬ 
riod of time before people 
will be able to control 
their whole home with 
their iPhone.” 

Home automation for 
the average homeowner 
today can mean any com¬ 
bination of light, heat, au¬ 
dio, video or security, con¬ 
trolled both through 
touchpads in the home as 
well as remotely via the 
Internet, cellphone or car 
computer. 

The system that Birlc- 
holz finds himself in¬ 
stalling in his homes most 
often (he estimates 25 per 
cent of new Birlcholz 


homes incorporate the 
feature) is a low-voltage 
automated lighting sys¬ 
tem. This system features 
pre-set light levels which 
automatically adjust to 
present levels of natural 
light. For instance, during 
the day when the sun is 
bright, if the homeowner 
turns on the kitchen 
lights, they may adjust au¬ 
tomatically to 50 per cent 
of their full level. As the 
day progresses and natu¬ 
ral light lessens, light 
from the interior fixtures 
will increase. Levels can 
be adjusted from within 
or outside of the home. 

Security, meanwhile, 
may come from cameras 
strategically placed 

around the home. Front 
and back entrances are an 
obvious choice, and Birlc- 
holz points out that many 
parents find the option at¬ 
tractive as it allows them 
to keep an eye on the kids 
in the backyard while 
working in the kitchen or 
elsewhere in the house 
for a few mintues. 

All these options can 
make everyday living easi¬ 
er and more pleasant, and 
also lend a hand with en¬ 
tertaining in a variety of 
areas. 

What will tomorrow 
bring? Only time will tell.

It seems every open house 
or potluck party I’ve 
attended or hosted has a 
variation of meatballs in 
sauce. And despite the 
fact that they are rather 
inelegant and drippy, 
they’re familiar comfort 
food and always popular. 
Here’s one I created a few 
years ago and serve or 
take it often. If you have a 
slow cooker, use it to keep 
them warm. They freeze 
well, so make a batch and 
stash in the freezer till 
needed. 


Cranberry Chipotle Glazed 
Meatballs 

Chipotles are dried 
smoked jalapeno peppers 
in a spicy tomato vinegar 
sauce (adobo sauce). They 





Alternately serve these meatballs as a simple supper over mashed potatoes. 


are quite spicy and add a 
wonderful rich, smoky 
flavour. Puree the entire 
can, including sauce, until 
smooth. You won’t need 
the entire can, so freeze 
the remaining in a reseal- 
able bag or freezer con¬ 
tainer for another use, 
such as chili, pulled pork 
or to kick up mayonnaise 


for a dip. Makes about 36 
meatballs (recipe can be 
doubled). 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1-1/2 lbs (750 g) lean 
ground chicken or turkey 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) prepared 
horseradish 

• 2 tsp (10 mL) ground 
cumin 


•1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 

• 1/4 tsp (1 mL) pepper 

Sauce: 

• 398 mL can jellied 
(smooth not whole berry) 
cranberry sauce 

• 215 g can chipotles with 
adobo sauce 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) horserad¬ 
ish or more to taste 

• Salt and pepper 


METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). 

Place a wire raclc(s) over 
a large shallow rimmed 
pan. Lightly combine 
ground chicken or turkey, 
horseradish, cumin, salt 
and pepper and roll into 
small balls (about 1- 


inch/2.5 cm). Place balls on 
rack. Bake until cooked 
through, about 15 min¬ 
utes. 

Meanwhile, place cran¬ 
berry sauce in a 4-cup (1 
L) glass measure or small 
saucepan. Microwave or 
cook over low heat until 
sauce has melted. Puree 
the entire can of chipotles 
and adobo sauce. Add 2 
tbsp (30 mL) puree to 
cranberry sauce, along 
with horseradish and salt 
and pepper to taste. 
Bring to a gentle boil, re¬ 
duce heat and simmer a 
few minutes. Taste and 
adjust heat level (chipo¬ 
tles) or seasoning. 

Combine meatballs and 
sauce. If serving soon, 
bring mixture to a simmer, 
transfer to a slow cooker, 
chafing dish or warm serv¬ 
ing dish. If making ahead, 
cool, then refrigerate or 
freeze. Reheat when ready 
to serve.

Lamb Cutlets with 
Flageolet Beans 

INGREDIENTS: 

2/3 cup (i 50 mL) lamb or chick¬ 
en stock 

1/4 lb (110 g) fine green beans 
Salt and black pepper 
1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 
5 tbsp (75 mL) butter 

1 lemon 

2 sprigs of fresh rosemary 
8 lamb cutlets or lean loin 
chops, about 3 1/2 oz (loog) 
each 

1 medium onion 

2 cans ( 150 Z / 425 g) flageolet 
beans 

2 cloves garlic 

11/4 cup ( 300 mL) dry white 

wine 

2 tsp (10 mL) cornstarch 
4 tbsp (60 mL) heavy cream 
2 tbsp (25 mL) capers 

METHOD: 

1. Put a kettle of water on to 
boil. Preheat oven to low; heat 
stock. 

2. Rinse and cut green beans 
into 1 in. (2.5 cm) pieces. Cook 
in salted boiling water until 
tender. 

3. Put oil and 11/2 tbsp (25 mL) 
butter into frying pan and 
place over moderate heat. 
Grate lemon rind into pan. 

Add rosemary sprigs and 
increase heat. 

4. Season lamb cutlets with 
pepper. Place in pan with siz¬ 
zling butter, lower heat to 
moderate and fry for 5 
minutes per side, until golden 


brown. 

5. Melt remaining butter in an¬ 
other pan. Peel and chop 
onion; fry over moderate heat 
for 5 minutes. 

6. Rinse canned beans in a 
colander, then drain cooked 
green beans into same. 

7. Peel garlic, crush into onion, 
and cook for 30 seconds. Add 
beans, season and stir. Lower 
heat; heat through, stirring oc¬ 
casionally. 

8. Remove cutlets and 
rosemary from first frying 
pan. Keep warm in oven. 

9. Pour off fat from pan, leav¬ 
ing lamb residue. Add wine 
and juice from half the lemon; 
boil rapidly until reduced by 
half. 

10. Blend cornstarch with 1 tb¬ 
sp (15 mL) water and stir into 
stock, then into wine. Boil, re¬ 
duce to simmer and stir in 
cream. Season, add capers and 
heat through. Do not boil. 

11. Return cutlets and 
rosemary to pan, stirring in 
juices. Serve with mixed beans.
